§238. Cladonia gymnopoda Vain. collected in Malaya and New Guinea. 

Primary thallus narrowly la- 
ciniate, laciniae crenate, becoming 
black and afterwards disappear- 
ing. Podetia up to 12 cm long, 

1-1. 5 cm thick, cupbearing, cups 
shallow, giving proliferations re- 
peatedly from the cup’s center, 
decorticate, denuded chondroid 
layer dispersed with minute 
gonidia-containing verrucae, eto- 
mentose, esorediose, more or less 
squamulose, older decaying parts 
blackening. K —, P-|- red. Fumar- 
protocetraric acid present.

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Alisan (Formosa) with Cladonia gymnopoda Vain. Recently M. Togashi col- 
lected lichens in Malaya and brought home abundant specimens, from which 
the writer picked up a lot of lichens corresponding very well with the descrip- 

tion of Cladonia gymnopoda Vain. 
Also Kurokawa, whilst in 1964- 
1965 collected the same species 
in Java and New Guinea. By 
these findings one may expect 
the occurrence of Cladonia gymno¬ 
poda Vain. throughout in the 
Pacific districts of Southern Asia 
and south eastern Asia as well 
as New Guinea. 

Düring the examination of 
these Malayan gymnopoda- speci¬ 
mens, I became conscious of the 
closest resemblance of a group 
of Japanese specimens, which 
were formerly classified by the 
present writer under Cladonia

na. 3) By the reexamination of 

the latter specimens it became obvious, that almost all specimens of this 

group possessed decorticate, non sorediose podetia, dispersed with gonidia- 

containing verrucae, an infallible signe of Cladonia gymnopoda-type, leaving 

only a few corticated specimens under the name of Cladonia calycantha v. 

gracilior Asahina. 

Nevertheless these gymnopoda- like specimens collected in Japan reveal 
some difference from genuine “gymnopoda” specimens of Southern districts. 
While the podetia of the latter are almost erect and cups very shallow, those 
of Japanese plants are generally flexuose and sometimes recurved and pro- 
vided with deeper cups. These properties are sufficient to create a new 
species.

2 mm lata, sessilia 
ad apicibus dentium scyphorum affixa. Pycnoconidia leviter curvata, 5-6 p 
longa, 0. 5 p lata. Apothecia parva, globosa vel applanata, 2-4 mm lata, fusca, 
ad apicibus dentium scyphorum affixa. Thallus K tarde fuscescens, P statim 
rubescens. Acidum fumarprotocetaricum tantum continens.
